High bid on Schedule One was 
$386.454 while the low bid was 
put in by Sargeant Construction,

| $225.775. 

One Schedule 2, the high bid 
was $267,103. The apparent low 
bid on the second phase, was 
submitted by Skyline Соп- 
struction, of Ferrin who handed 
їп $180,368.75. 

Public Works Director Bob 
Muir explained that the new

Heber City Council moved this 
vening to adjust city sewer 
rates, bringing them into line 
with actual expenses for bond 
payments and operation and 
maintenance costs. 
_ Effective with the next billing, 
the new base rate for sewer use 
will be $12.00 per month. This is 
down from $15.00. In addition, 
the rate charged for actual 
useage will jump from $.58 per 
thousand gallons to $.86 per 
thousand. 

_ According to city officials the 

rate schedule is designed to 
lower monthly sewer bills for 
small users and, at the same 
time, place the charges for large 
users at a rate that will 
accurately reflect their usage. 
_ Under the new system, the 
average family will probably 
notice little, if any, difference in 
their sewer bill. On the other 
hand, hookups with only one or 
two users will find themselves 
paying less each month. Larger 
users can expect a significant 
increase.

actual usage, is responsible for 
the new rate structure. The 
$12.00 per month base charge is 
designed to meet the city’s 
obligation for payment on the 
outstanding sewer bonds and, at 
the same time, reflect the 
council’s philosophy that sewer

users pay a fair rate for only what 
they use. This is reflected in the 
$.86 per thousand use rate, 
which is meant to cover operation 
and maintenance expenses of the 
sewer system.
